August 21-22 at the Chateau on 
the grounds of The Hotel North- 
field was a pronounced success. 

Nearly 800 people viewed the 
entries during the two days. The 
show opened Tuesday at 2:30 im- 
mediately after the judges, Prof. 
Clark Thayer and Arnold Davis of 
Massachosetts State College, had 
announced the winners in the sev- 
eral divisions. 

The grounds of the Chateau 
and the Italian Gardens both 
showed the results of the tremen- 
dous amount of work done by the 
Hotel Staff to make this first show 
the grand success it was. 

Inside the Chateau, the year’s 
preperation by the club members 
led by their efficient officers, was 
amply rewarded by the large num- 
ber of entries in nearly every 
class. The displays tastefully ar- 
ranged, made a splendid appear- 
ance in the downstairs rooms of 
th beautiful- building.

School Days 


To be ready for school is the 
inherent right of every child. Par- 
ents should see that the child is 
in the best possible physical and 
mental condition sso that he may 
make good use of the advantage 
offered him. 

Smallpox and diphtheria are 
preventable diseases and every 
child should be protected from 
both. Diseased tonsils increase a 
child's chances of contracting 
communicable disease, and the 
presence of adenoids exposes the 
child to frequent colds with pos- 
sible infection of nose and ears. 
Decayed and abscessed teeth 
cause absorption of poisons into 
the system and make the child 
tired and irritable, prevent gain 
in weight, and reduce resistance 
to disease. Defective eyesight may 
cause persistent headaches and 
nausea, Poor posture results in 
abdominal, che or limb pains, 
and. backache. Minor-nervous de- 
fects are obstacles and are easily 
corrected by proper treatment. 

If examination reveals defects 
—don’t neglect them. Correct 
them at once and give the child 
the opportunity he deserves.

THE BACKYARD GARDENER 


Last week ! said something 
about using Bordeaux mixture on 
tomato vines to late blight from 
attacking. Several folks have 
asked me if there isn’t some dan- 
ger in eating tomatoes that have 
been sprayed recently with Bor- 
deaux mixture. I suppose some of 
you have been thinking about the 


same thing. “% 

Well, in the first place, the to- 
matoes that need raying most 
are those which are the latest. The 
ones which already have ripe to- 
matoes on the vines aren’t ir. such 
danger of being attacked by late 
blight, but even so I think tt 
wouldn't hurt to keep them 
sprayed or dusted. 

Furthermore, Bordeaux mixture 
isn’t harmful in the small quan- 
tities that you’d get on tomatoes. 
It’s made from copper sulphate 
and lime .you know. Of course, 
you wouldnt want to include 
either of those materials in your 
regular diet to take the place of 
meat or potatoes, but «von if you 
ate a tomato without making any 
effort to take off the copper sul- 
phate and lime sticking it, I 
don't think you'd suffer any ill ef- 
fects. 

But then, ” tomato is awfully 
easy to wipe off. That slick, waxy 
skin keepa things from sticking 
vary tightly, and so you can take 
a rag and wipe off al) the spray 
or dust that might be aticking in 
just a moment. 

In other words, you can get the 
Bordeaux wixtere off easily, and 
it won't hurt you if you do eat it;
